It is proper to say that a Judge of this 
Court or the supreme Court of the State 
in regular session, hus aomore jurisdiction, 
or judicial power, or diseretion, in deter- 
mining questions which arise wpon habeas 
corpus than.

No jurist will deny that if Congress 
ean provide a penal forfeiture for an al- 
loge violation of law, they have the leg- 
islative power to superadd imprisonment 
for the sam offense; abd that no court 
can pronounce the one constitutional and 
the other without legislative authority. 

This law was passed by Congress with- 
out any traces in history of constitutioual 
objection; has been ever since’ that time 
by every department of the governinent, 
national and state, not oaly recived and 
aequiesced.in as the law of the land, but 
in active, practical ag throughout 
every Sisite in tho Union, Enasted at 
the commencement of our government, it 
has been in operation for sixty years. 

It is conceded by the counsel for the 
| relators thatif Congress have no power to 
legislate on this subject, théy never had 
avy power to legislute upon the subjéct of 
fogitives from justice. ‘The same reasond 
for holding that the one is a usurpation 
of legislative power, is equally fatal to the 
other.

OCurino Gaeey Conn.—Tho following 
is the Indian method -by which they treat 
green corn for making succotash, ke., da 
ing winter. When the green corn is fit 
for use, a pit is dug from two tothree feet 
fo diameter ‘at top, and gradually enlarg- 
ing it at bottom, 'say ‘five feet down, irom 
six to eight feet in diameter.

This is sn important question with the 
westero farmer at tho present moment ; 
for it is one closely allied to bis interests, 
and one which he should earefully inquire 
into. The best means of detiding the 
question i& to consult the opinion of thoes, 
who, by 4 course of careful experiments, 
noquired anch. experience as entitles 


early harvestiog—before the gisin is fally 
ripe. The most judicious millers! and 
grain dealers are deadedly in favpr of 
sarly harvesting—and certainly their opin- 
ion ig worth something. In New York, 
and, indeed, in all of the great grain-grow- 
ing States, the practice of cutting, prain 
before it is dead ripe, universally prevails. 
With them, the exact time when it should 
be cut is now no longera matter of daubt; 
all being Pony convinced that, the 

is indicated by that chniize 
which the graia experignces when:passing 
froma milky state to that of complete 
hardness; or, in other words, when itis 
in the “ dough,”* and when the Eernels 
without being “ sticky,” are yat noc. sufi 
ciently hard to resist the pressure of the 
thumb and finger. 

The advantages of this early cutting 
grain is heavier, plumper, 
sweeter end whiter—thereby making it 
wore valuable for the market; there is 
less loss from-scattered grain, either from 
the high winds which prevail on our prui- 
ries, or when the grain is cut with  ma- 
chine, or in handlisg when stacking ; the 
straw, particularly when it is enobjegt to 
feed, is mach more valuable, beenuke it 
Will possess a greater proportion of suen- 
lenee and saccharine sweetness, which 
render it better food for stock; the farina 
of the grain being perfected, all that is ne 
cesssty.to render it fit for flourioy is the 
hardening of it, and this, itis nbuodantly 
established, may be as woll perfected after 
the straw is cut, as before. Again, grain 
that is allowed to stand until it is fully, or 
dead ripe, makes darker flour.

Vines, if praned when the moon is de» 
creasing in light, will not grow nor spresd 
fast—partioularly if dooe during the leat 
cats because the sup decreases with 
the light. 

Timber cut down when the moon is in- 
creasing, will soon become rotten, particu~ 
larly if she be in her second quarter. 

Timber cut down when the moon is de- 
creasiog, will last for years, and the more 
durable it will be if cut down during the
